Sermon on Business Hen. 


(Communicated.) 


The Baptist church was packed last Bight to 


hear Key. Dr. Vosburgh's last sermon in the 
series ou "Toilers of To-Day." A very large 
percentage of the leading business men ot the 
eity were present, the sermon tjing specially 
addressed to tlicm. The text was Romans, 12 :ll: 
"Not slothful ill business, fervent in spirit, serv- 
ing the Lord." Man was not placed here to he 
a dreamer but a toiler, and in some honorable 
vocation to work out the problem of life. The 
speaker first considered the facts of the business 
man's life as he found it here in Decatur. Nearly 
all of them had begun poor. They owed i 
success to hard work, perseverance, courane, a. 
broad and comprehensive knowledge of their 
business and of men; to integrity and honesty. 
The causes of failures in business can not al- 
ways he known, but result largely from a tend- 
ency to speculate and overstock. The diffleul- 
ties'tliat beset business men are many, and vary 
according to the business anil peculiar make-up 
of the man. Business men work very hard, 
carry a good deal of responsibility, have little 
time for literary pursuits, and as a rule are be- 
lievers in the Bible and in Christianity. You sel- 
dom flnd an infidel among them. 


In the second place the speaker dwelt upon 


the perils of business men. They were likely to 
overvalue money. This is not to be wondered, 
at, as they are in business lor the express pur- 
pose of making money. Their lives are devoted 
to it. Money is of value; it builds line houses and 
furnishes them, aud makes soft beds and sur- 
rounds one with the luxuries of life; but there is 
a limit to its power, as there are many things it 
cannot buy. 
The higher qualities of our nature 


are beyond its horizon. The sweetest and dear- 
est things of life are often least in the blind pur- 
suit of wealth. Another peril was the neglect of 
literature and all literary culture, and the last 
was the neglect of the religious life. They were 
so preoccupied with business that they lorgotall 
about private devotion and public worship. 


The third point was the remedies for these 


evils. Men must do their business in fewer 
hours. In olden times things moved slowly; 
men took relaxation and repose that is so sorely 
needed. This can be done. Let Monday night 
be pay day for all wage workers. Have all the 
saloons closed on that night at six o'clock and 
let alt other places of business remain open 
until nine. This will do more to advance the 
cause of temperance reform than twenty camp- 
meetings, ft will throw money into proper 
channels and give over-worked men time to rest. 


The worship of Hod is calculated to rest and 


inspire men for better service here and for the 
hereafter. The services of the sanctuary on the 
Sabbath take the mind away from the cares 
of business life by arousing the nobler parts of 
our nature. We are reminded 01 (Jod and des- 
tiny. We catch some visions of the heavenly 
land and in our hearts we hear some of its 
music, which inspires us for higher thinking and 
nobler living. A few years more and we will all 
pass away and slumber iu the grave. Many of 
the business men ol the city have reached the 
mountain summit and are passing down upon 
the farther side. The call cannot be long de. 
layetl. There is one hand and hut one that can 
pilot you in safety to home and heaven-the 
hand of Jesus Christ, our Lord.
